TERRITORIAL FORCES BILL. 
Effect on Volunteers and 
; Milftia. 

. — rs re, 9 % 
‘The Duke of Bedford has issued a state- 
ment with regard to the offect of the 
Torritorial and Reserve Forces Act on tho 
Militin and Volunteers, reports the “ Stan- 
dard.” In the course of thin he: says that 
the wholo. of tho Militia, officers and 
men, will ccase to be Militia, and wifl be 
asked to transfer to tho new third 
battalions of the Spécial Reserve, about 
to be created by the ‘Territorial and 
Reserve Forces Bill of 1907. ‘Thoy 
will no longer serve under the Militia Act 
of 1882, It is proposed to form 101 bat- 
talions of special résorviats. Thora "ura 
now 124 infantry battalions of Militia in 
the United Kingdom, therefore 23 batta- 
lions will be disbanded. Tho now third 
Uattalions . will havo’ an establishment of 
580° rank cand file. ‘It is-impossible that 
such a battalion should over go abroad ns 0 
hattalion uit, ‘The inovitable deductions 
would leave ohe.of the now third batts: 


lions aboyg, 250 strong for foreign 


service anc. without any re: 
fiold -offtvers will be 

transferred at once to the Reserve-of 
Ollicers.” Tt -appears to be the intention to

allow all present commanding officers to] - 


complete their periods. But in course of 
time all third, lions will be commanded 
by line officers. AllGimpuny officers and 
subalterns vill be retired or transferred to 
the Aimy Reserve. Cuptains now serving 
over tho age of 36 will at onco pass from 
the active list to the Reserve of Officers, 
unless a special excoption is made in their 
favour by the Anny Council, Tho officers 
in the new third battalions below the rank 
‘of Lieutennnt-Culonel will bo partly 
Regular officers and _partiy officers of tho 
Reserve, but not more than one half will 
bo Regular officors. 

Non-commissioned ofticers and men will 
bo offered a bounty of £2 to transfer to 
the Special Reserv (new third battalions), 
‘The exact form of attestation has not yet 
been -framed, but tho linbility will be 
individual ‘servico abroad in whichever 
branch of the servite the man belongs. 
They are to receive e total hounty of £4 
por annum instead of £4 10s, a8 hitherto. 
Militin non-commissioned officers who trans- 
fer to the Special Reserve and who join the 
third battalions when called upon to sorve 
with the Regular line battalions will be 
allowed to retain their rank. 

The Volunteers will in future serve under 
the Territorial and Resorve Forces Act, 
1907, and become the second lise in 
place of the Militia absorbed into tho 
Army. The duty of embodied service, 
hitherto performed by the Militia in Great 
Britain nad Ireland in case of emergency, 
will now fall directly on tho Volunteers, 
who ‘vill be linble to serve in any part of 
tho United Kingdom, and to be called up 
for sorvice Lattalion by kattalion, as ro- 
quired. The Volunteers will in future bo 
enlisted instead of enrolled, the term of 
service being four’ years. Volunteors, 
when enlisted in the Territorial Army, can 
be uscd in nid of the civil power. There 
are at present 219 Volunteor infantry bat- 
talions in Great Britain. - There aro to be 
168 infantry battalions in the Territorial 
Army, and 5£4Volunteer battalions must 
be disbanded.
